One of the lumber firms to suffer 
most from the recent decision of ‘the 
government in compelling holders of 
timber Claims to pay the Price of 
$2.50 per acre for lands which were 
sold ‘by the railroad under grant 
from the government: years ago is| 
the C. A.. Smith Lumber company, 
of Bay Point, owners of 20,000 acres 
of timber lands in Oregon.
